MONROVIA. Liberia — Trcops ἢ 
president. Samuel K. Doe. bombarded iebels in ἃ 
desperate stand from ihe soof of the presidential 
Mansion in Monrovia on Tucsda’. 

Mr. Doe died in circumstances that remained un- 
clear after being wounded in fighting with the rebel 
faction led by Prince Johasoa that csplwied him 
Sunday. The U.S. State Depariment confirmed that 
Mr. Doe was dead. 

Shells exploded and gunfire crackled in the capital 
on Tuesday as fighters backing Mr. Johnson searched 
the city for Doe leyalists. 

Mr. Doe's presidential guard iumed heavy arullery 
on the rebels from the roof of the execuiive caanston. 

‘The 3,000-member force of West Africas soldiers 
sent by the Economic Commuaity of West African 
States to end the eight and a half months of fighting 
were reported to have been ordered to intervene. 

The chairman of the econcmic community, Sir 
Dawda Jawara. the president of Gambia, was sue 
as saying during a visit to Hazare, Zimbabwe, that he 
told the force to protect the loyalisis and Mr. Doe's 
family members who remained in the clifftop presi- 
dential residence. 

“1 think it is now urgent lo iry and ἄς something 
about protecting these 230 or so Doe supporters from 
factional or wibal revenge.” he said. 

An interim goverament named Aug. 30 in Gambia 
by a unity conference said it was sending envoys to 
Monrovia in preparation for taking over the country.
